CAPB VERDE ISLANDS. 


Spain Not in Control of Lines «f 


Communication.

There has been much argument In 


many places of thff question: Is it pos- 
sible for Spain to conceal from this 
country the movements of her fleet at 
the Cape Verde islands? And has she 
such control of the cable lines as to ex- 
ercise a censorship over everything sent 
from Cape Verde? 


The Cape Verde islands lie off the 


west coast of Africa, about 320 miles 
from the mainland. They take their 
came from Cape Verde, which is the 
extreme western point of the African 
coast. These islands, as well as the set- 
tlement at Cape Verde, belong to the 
French, with but few English-speaking 
residents. The islands are rocky and 
mountainous and \\ilh tropical vegeta- 
tion. A great fishing- industry Is car- 
ried on there by ttfe French, and com- 
munication with the mainland is made 
by small fishing1 boats and occasional 
steamers. Some of the islands arc also 
used as coaling stations by the French 
and for steamers in the West African 
trade. They are dangerous for naviga- 
tion of large vessels, and would be es- 
pecially so to war vessels that were at- 
tempting to blockade or dislodge ves- 
lels lying inside the bays and reefs. 


It is not possible to obtain correct 


cable advices from the Cape Verde is- 
lands direct, because all such communi- 
cations ruue to be first convened by 
boat, either a small sailing boat or 
steamer, to Cape Verde, at \\ hich point 
on the African coast the cable station 
Is located. The Western Cable & Tel- 
egraph company operates ats line from 
Cape Toun, South Africa, to London, 
via Lisbon and Paris. The submarine 
cable iv laid from Table Bay (Cape 
Town) to Mossamerles, a point on the 
west coast of Africa, thence direct 
across the Gulf of Guinea to Cape Verde 
lighthouse, thence on to Las Palmas 
(Tenenffe), Madeira ana Lisbon. 


Steamers of the Union and Castle 


lines do not touch at these islands, but 
going south they invariably make Cape 
Verde light mid signal their number 
and destination, which is immediately 
cabled to London and Cape Town. No 
doubt the Spanish authorities were in 
constant communication with the fleet 
at Cape Verde islands and would have 
ebtablibhed a means for quick service 
between the islands and the mainland, 
but it is highly probable that, In the 
nbspncc of official information through 
London, the advice of the sailing of the 
Spanish fleet from Cape Verde was ths 
result of a story circulated by some of 
the French fishermen plying between 
the islands and the mainland, who 
might have seen some of the boats at 
practice and thought they were under 
way for the westward. 


Under the conditions that prevail it is 


hardly likely that Spain would have 
made the Cape Verde islands a. rendez- 
WIIIB for a b*se of supplies, being in 
the first place so far south of where 
they would strike if coming westward, 
thus increasing the distance from Cuba 
by being in the widest parallels of 
longitude. 


In the ercnt of the Spanish end of the 


cable being closed against information 
to this government, it would be a 
simple matter to obtain correct Infor- 
mation regarding the Spanish fleet at 
the Cape Verde islands through Cape 
Town lia the Eastern Cable company's 
system, which goes by way of Aden, 
5uez canal nntl the Mediterranean sea. 
The agents of the steamship lines from 
Snglund to Cape Town, located at Ma- 
deira and Teneriffe, would be able to 
rue accurate information, about the 
Spanish fleet, as they are necessarily 
close in touch with the French and 
Portuguese boatmen who ply between 
hose islands, and who are dependent 
almost entirely on the steamship agents 
tor their livirg. 
In view of thi Hangers to navigation 
imong those Islands, it is to be hoped 
our squadron will not be enticed across 
.he Atlantic In order to drive the Span- 
sh fleet out. The Cape Verde islands 
are dangerous and treacherous.—Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Tribune, 


Evaporation of Baaaaaa. 


The American consul at Nicaragua re- 
torts that experiments are being made 
here to develop an industry of evap- 
rating bananas, and that a trial ship- 
ment has been made to this country. If 
uccessfully established, this industry 
vill be one of the utmost importance 
o many Central American states. The 
men engaged in the experiment, accordi- 
ng to consular reports, have no prac- 
ical knowledge of Uie business of dry- 
ng fruit, but if it was taken up by men 
xperienced in the manufacture of ma- 
hinery and appliances adapted to the 
vaporation of fruits a modification to 
uit this case could easily be devised, 
nd there would be an immense de- 
nand for such machines immediately. 
U present there are millions of bananas 
early thrown away or allowed to rot 
on the ground because they are too

Felt in the Famed Com- 


poser's Power in Music 


LLUSTRATEDBYMRS, CROSBY 


At the Woman's Club Assembly Par* 


lor in the Presence of a Large 


Audience — Legend of 


"Der Rhinegoid."

work of the Woman's club was the lecture 
given by Mrs. Ellen Crosby of Chicago on 
Wagner's "Der Rhinegoid," at the club 
oomi last night. 
Mri. Crosby was not a stranger to the 


members of the Woman' club having leo- 
urad on Wagner a year ago before (he 
lub.and those who were so fortunate as 
o hear her last year were prepared tor 


great treat in store for them in Mrs. 


Crosby's perfect delineation and oonoep- 
lon of Wagner's motives in writing this 
jpera. 


To hear Mrs. Crcsby ia to disabuse 


me'6 mind forever of the Idea that only 
hose who have made a profoand etady of 
Vagner'g innslo oan enjoy and appreciate 
t and Mrs. Crosby In her interpretation 


if the portrayal of the emotions of the 
haraeters of the opera through the inuslo 
as bar by bar the acts, words and scene* 
of the opera IB brought, oat under her 
ouch. Is a revelation of the power and ex- 
pression of mufllo. 


In her Introductory remarks the speaker 
xplained the fundamental moaning of 
musical chords and harmony whlob have 
been the methods of expression of the 
great composers. She said that every 
musical artist must know what art is and 
he natural laws underlying that art. 
le cannot create a natural law neither 
oan he transgress one. Wagner's Ideal of 
a musical drama is in a stage play In 
which the words acts and scenes co-oper- 
te. Wagner was a poet and musician at 


the same time, fie thought In music. 
Be gives even inanimate objects the lan- 
guage which we may understand. 


Mri. Crosby explained the notes and 


groups of notes whloh give expression t" 
the 
different 
human motions. 
Each 


voice portrays by a certain chord the emo- 
tion by which tbe mind la possessed. We 
are, according to nature's laws turned In 
a certain quality and keyed In a certain 
pitch. The fundamental quality and the 
complex vibrations producing the music 
portraying oar emotions. We make use 
of the same chord to express the same 
emotion. From A to C or Interval sixth 
the notes herein Included are always used 
;o express tbe emotion of love. In Inter- 
val seven introducing the discord we have 
he chord of hate. Grief and sorrow is 
always expressed in a minor key. In 
grief the mental activity is lessened, the 
vibrations of the heart are fewer, the 
vocal chords respond to the mental condi- 
tion and the notes are flattened. Funeral 
marches are alwoys written In the minor 
key 
The major third and fifth is the 


chord of harmony. 


Wagner's musical expressions are dra- 


matic throughout and h« tells tbe story 
n music as plainly as in words, giving 
ihe expression of emotions. Even the 
words and scenes are enacted In the music 
as plainly as the story could be told In 
words. 


Mrs. Crosby took the beautiful legend 


ot tbe Rhinegoid, Riving the entire story 
with dialogue and illustrating It with 
passages from the opera showing how 
perfectly the scenes of the drama are 
portrayed in the musical score which 
Wagner has set to the story, and bow ap- 
propriate id each bar of the musio to the 
passage In the st«ry which it portrays. 


She illustrated the conversation of the 


godf and goddesses, tbe giants, tbe little 
dwarfs, of Donner, tbe god of stjrm, 
Frob the god of sunshine, Loki the god 
of fire, EUa the goddess of Mother earth, 
Freia the goddess of love, of the Rhine 
daughters and tbe partg they play In the 
drama and tha conditions which surround 
them, giving the ringing of the tiny an- 
vils, the flowing of the river Rhine, the 
thunder of the god of storm and tbe tink- 
ling of the dance of the sunbeams of the 
god of sunshine. The anger of the giants 
and tbe muiio of their heavy tread over 
the mountain side. Tbe sublime music, 
describing the oastle, the habitation of 
the god ot storm, and brings It all to a 
close with the construction of the bridge 
or rainbow over which the gods and god 
deraes walk and we take leave of them 
hearing the mournful cries of the Khlne 
maidens mourning over the losj of the 
Rhlnagold. 


Mrs. Crosby's manner of expression and 


her delicacy of touch li indescribable anc 
can only be conceived of by those who 
have beard and geen.her in her delineation 
of the music of this great composer anc 
certainly her reputation as one of tbe fore 
most students of Wagner of the end of the 
nineteenth century is richly deserved.

PROTECTS SOiNGSTEES 


A Law. That Punishes Destroyers 


of Birds. 


Varieties of Warbler* That Are E 


dally Enumerated sus Comln 


Inder the Protection at 


the Law. 


John Y. Culver, the secretary of the 


tree planting association of New York 
city, who is much interested in the 
preservation of song birds, says: 


"It seems an appropriate time to call 


the attention of the people, particularly 
those who dwell within the preclncti 
of the enlarged city, to the provisions 
contained in the new charter, bection 
1,493, title 3, chapter 21, for the protec- 
tion of the song birds. The intention of 
the law is clearly defined, to 
guard 


these welcome visitors against inter- 
ference of any kind, under penalties 
which make the killing, maiming or 
trapping of our feathered songsters 
a serious matter to the thoughtless vio- 
lator of the law. 


"Any bird of song- is protected, but 


these are especially enumerated—the 
linnet, blue bird, yellow-hammer, yel- 
low bird, thrush, woodpecker, catbird, 
peewee. swallow, martin, blue jay, ori- 
ole, kildee, snowbird, grassb'rd, gros- 
beck, 
phoebe-bird, 
humming-bird, 


blackbird, wren, robin, meadow lark 
and starling. Many of tjicse birds may 
be found here, or in nearby territories, 
some time during the season, and in re- 
sponse to any expression of solicitude 
for their welfare develop a wonderful 
trustfulness in inau. 


"Birds are full of curiostiy, too, apd 


this, added to the desire for food, leads 
them to venture among our more arti- 
ficial surroundings, provided the friend- 
ly shelter of a tree, a jpass of shrub- 
bery, or some more formal birdhouse 
or convenient nook in an outbuilding 
Is at hand. If food and witter are placed 
where they can get them the birds are 
inclined to remain in or come often 
to the neighborhood. Of this acquired 
tractableness one should re»d again 
"Thoreau's Experiences in the Woods 
of Walden.' 


"The tree planting association be- 


lieves that were there no other reason 
for planting street trees than that of 
affording a shelter for our song birda 
It would be a sufficient one. The dis- 
turbance of nests and the ribbing of 
birds' eggs are naturally included in the 
Interdictions of the law referred to. 


"Those of our citizens who have coun- 


try places should provide for birds shel- 
ter within their estates. There are 
many varieties of shrubs and small trees 
available for this purpose; a list will 
be furnished, If desired, by this associa- 
tion. If these shrubs were more gen- 
erclly planted our birds and smaller, 
wild animals would greatly increase in 
numbers, especially if during the year 
the lawless pothunter is kept under 
needed surveillance. 


"The sympathies and interests of the 


children should be cultivated in behalf 
of the birds. 
The too-prevalent and 


quite formidable beanshooterand other 
weapons of destruction in the bunds of 
the small boy should be discouraged, 
and the study of birds, their habits, 
etc.. Inculcated. For some reason the 
destruction of life seems to have a 
strange fascination, for the small boy. 


"The interest of this association is 


the same as that of every lover of the 
song bird, whose morning carol re- 
minds him of youth and of woods sad 
green fields."—N. Y. Tribune. 


FIRING CUBAN CROPS.

Prof. Marshall, who is head instruct- 


or of chemistry at the University of 
Pennsylvania, in the course of a recent 
lecture on the action of phosphorus, 
read some extracts from a letter he had 
received from Cuba, which told of a 
novel use the insurgents had made of 
this chemical. In the summer of 1SB6 
the writer of the letter had lived in 
a province where the raising of sugar 
was the principal industry. The crop 
was just ready for harvesting, when 
the Spanish soldiers took possession ol 
the district and proclaimed 
martial 


law. 
The fields throughout the dis- 


trict were covered with ripe sugar- 
cane, which is very inflammable. 


Despite the presence of the soldiers 


the insurgents, managed to fire several 
fields. The force 
of sentries was 


doubled, but although the insurgents 
were seen the fires became more fre- 
quent. It was concluded that the firing 
was being done by strategy, and all 
suspicious characters were thereafter 
forced to give an account of them- 
selves. An old farmer carrying-a large 
basket, wbo was in the habit of pass- 
ing the lines regularly, was stopped 
several times, but nothing more suspi- 
cious than rolls of butter were found 
upon him. It was noticed, however, 
that the fires always followed in the 
wake of this farmer, and a spy was de- 
tailed to follow him one day. Unaware 
of his surveillance, the suspect stopped 
at a sugar field and threw several of 
his rolls of butter am&ng the cane. He 
was at once arrested and confessed to 
the burning of the fields. It seemed that 
each of these rolls of butter contained 
a quantity of phosphorus, which, as ia 
well known, ignites spontaneously 
when exposed to the air. The heat of 
the sun would melt the butter and ex- 
pose the phosphorus. The length of 
time it took to melt the butter allowed 
the incendiary to get out of the neigh- 
borhood before the flames broke out.— 
Philadelphia Record.
